Raise Prices Slowly,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 


12—(UP)—The Administration’s

The Russians Coming Around? 


Russia continues a land of paradoxes, 
peopled by masters of the unexpected. 


Twice already this week the world has 
been stunned by Russian announcements, 

Most especially were party line labor 
leaders in this country amazed at news, on 
Monday, that the Russians were effectuat- 
ing an even more far-reaching program of 
incentive pay. Union officials who tend 
toward Communism were aghast at the 
idea of more pay for more work, they hav- 
ing strived constantly here to set the unit 
production pace at the level of the most in- 
competent worker. For years in this coun- 
try, the idea has been to handicap the ca- 
pable to protect the incapable. And now 
come the Russians, who long have given 
greater remuneration to those with great- 
er skills, and expanded the program even 
furtheg. 

But this was a relatively minor sensa- 
tion compared to the bombshell which 
Soviet Foreign Minister Viacheslav Molo- 
tov dropped at the Armistice Day dinner 
of the Foreign Press Association Monday 
night. 


Said Molotov: 


“As you know the Soviet delegation has 
put forward a proposal for general reduc- 
tion of armaments. It is also well known 
that in the General Assembly the delega- 
tion of the United States of America has 
given its support to this proposal and at 
the same time presented its own further 
considerations regarding this problem. The 
American delegation has already met the 
proposal of the Soviet Union. I want to 


declare that for its part the Soviet delega- 
tion is also willing to meet.the delegation 
of the United States. We can already rec- 
ognize that the proposals of the Soviet and 
American delegations can be harmonized.” 

It is, of course, too early to evaluate 
Mr. Molotov’s assurances in terms of offi- 
cial Russian policy. That will have to wait 
on developments at UN headquarters at 
Lake Success. 

But Russians seldom make suclT im- 
portant utterances except on direct orders 
from Moscow. And Mr. Molotov, above all 
others, has not shown any previous dispo- 
sition to commit himself without first 
checking with the Kremlin. 

And if, indeed, Mr. Molotov’s view 
faithfully reflects Russian policy on the 
disarmament question, then certainly the 
greatest barrier between us has been re- 
moved. 

The Russians stand pledged to a pact 
providing forageneral reduction of arma- 
ments and the banning of the manufacture 
and use of atomic energy for military 
purposes. 

To this the United States is ready to 
agree. ; 

Our only proviso is that, in the interest 
of true security, all nations should submit 
to inspections to insure that disarmament 
is being carried) out. 

Nothing coyid be more logical. 

Without such inspections, there would 
be suspicions and mistrusts which would 
inevitably lead to renewal of conflict. 

Is it too much to hope the Russians 
have finally realized this?

Almost 
everywhere they complain the cost would 
make primaries prohibitive. In Texas, they 
even cite a state law which they say would 
preclude them.

State Republican organizations in the 
South may be numerically small in 
Strength; but they are by no means pov- 
erty stricken. 

Their reluctance to hold preferential 
primaries stems from the fact that those

15 Cents Per Pound 


Gossipy letter received from Australia. Most 

startling information for Americans is that top- 

, ts ass quality steak is now selling in Australia for 15 

cents per pound. (Eleven pence, in Aussie money.) Reason? More 

beef than they can consume and insufficient refrigerator shipping 
space to export all their surplus. 

More about the meat situation tells how the Australia meat- 
cutters’ and butchers’ union proposes that government schools for 
butchers be established where they can learn proper methods of 
cutting meat and the finer points of salesmanship. Plan calls for 
employers not only to pay all fees for their employes who attend 
the schools, but also give them time off to attend the schools with 
no loss of pay. 

Incidentally, Australian meat markets may soon look more like 
ours. For there is another movement for the installation of glass- 
front refrigerated display cases. If Australian meat markets have 
been like many in England the meat has been uncovered, open 
to dust, flies, etc. Even on my last visit to England, just before the 
recent war, this open display of meat shocked me. Especially in 
the poorer quarters, where it is frequently placed, uncovered, on 
sidewalk stalls, unprotected from the dust of sidewalk and street.

WASHINGTON—President Truman‘has taken 
none too seriously the proposal by Sen. Ful- 
Repubiieae'a Race Democrat, of Arkansas, that he name. a 
ican secretary of State and then resign as a means of giving 
the GOP full Government control. . 4 


The proposal is not without some merit. It offers one way of 
correcting a” weakness in our Constitution under which control of 
both Houses of Congress may be captured by one party in an off- 
year election while a President of the opposite party continues to 
serve in the White House. 


But even though Mr. Truman might have been inclined to 
accept the Suggestion, it is doubtful that his party leaders would 
have permitted him to do so. Despite the loss of congressional 
control the presidency is an office of such. high importance that it 
offers great advantages to the party holding it. 


For this reason Democratic advisers in and out of Congress 
would hardly have consented for the President to give up his post, 
whatever his personal predilections may have been. 


Nevertheless, the proposal has opened up an interesting field of 
speculation as to what President Truman might have done had he 
chosen to follow the suggestion. 


_ Democratic jesters actually had the Republicans worried for a 
time over some of the reports put out as to the President’s plans. 
All of them had a Machiavellian twist. 

One of them, for example, had Mr. Truman planning to name 
former President Herbert Hoover as Secretary of State, then re 
Signing in a move to place Mr. Hoover in the White House. 


. : What was disturbing to Republicans about 
Disturbing Idea these reports was the realization that if Mr. 
Hoover did succeed to the presidency in this way he would be all but 
certain to emerge as the GOP nominee in 1948. 

Such a conclusion, it may be said, is warranted from the vast 
power and prestige that goes with the presidency. It long has been 
axiomatic in American politics that it is virtually impossible to 
take the nomination of his party away from a sitting President. 

Hence what Republicans were concerned about in connection 
with the reports was that Mr. Truman might attempt, in this way, 
to shape the GOP national ticket two years from now. 

Among old-line Democrats, Mr. Hoover is still the first choice 
for the GOP nomination. They think’ he would be easier to beat 
than anyone else the Republicans have to offer. 


. : Failing to have Mr. Hoover confirmed, Mr. 
Machiavellian Truman, pursuing the same Machiavellian tac- 
tics, might then have named former Gov. Alf Landon, 1936 standard. 
bearer of the GOP and the worst defeated major party candidate

Sen. Vandenberg, of Michigan, who would be sure to eommand con- 
firmation by virtue of the traditional senatorial courtesy. Aside from 
thaty no one could very well question the Michigan Senator's fit- 
ness. He has the quality of making an extremely able chief ex- 
ecutive. 

But someone with the qualifications of even Sen. Vandenberg 
would not be wholly acceptable, by any means, to Republican Old 
Guard elements who have been licking their chops in contempla- 
tion of the presidency after the victory rolled up by the party in 
the recent elections. 

How would Sen. Taft, or former Gov. Bricker, or Gov. Dewey 
feel about it, for instance? Each of these three is casting longing 
eyes at 1948. 

To place Sen. Vandenberg in the White House through a maneu- 
ver of the kind would lock the door against an other candidate 
arising to contest the nomination with him two years hence. Any 
sitting President can be counted on to command renomination, once 
he gets his hands on the party machinery through the vast power 
of the White House.

BY A PARADOX that you may 
tackle for yourself, although Raft 
is publicized ag a tough fellow 
with a temper who likes to fight, 
Mack Gray is described as his 
bodyguard. He is known as Killer 
Gray, although there is no police 
record of his having killed any- 
body and nobody knows where he 
buries his dead, if any. 

Shurin said it all started in 
the Summer of 1943 at a Sum- 
mer resort near Pawling, N. Y., 
just down the hill from Gov. Tom 
Dewey's farm. There he met sev- 
eral very nice fellows, one of 
them with a record of convictions 


for burglary and robbery and of 


arrests on three more assorted 
charges of armed robbery and as- 
sault-and-robbery which were dis- 
missed. They shot craps that 
Summer and Shurin lost several 
thousand and swore off until just 
after Christmas. Then the most 
charming of the bunch, the burg- 
lary-robbery-assault subject, phon- 
ed him to renew the acquaintonce. 
Mr. Shurin liked them so much 
that he gave them a dinner party 
at his home and among the guests 
was an added starter named Son- 
ny Barry whom Shurin had met 
somewhere else. 


SONNY BARRY, originally 
known as Samuel Mintzer, said 
the great movie actor and celeb- 
rity, George Raft, was coming to 
town and would Shurin like to 
meet him? Would he? Well, 
wouldn't you feel honored to meet 
a great movie star of gangster 
roles personally? Shurin sure 
would like to meet him and, on 
March 24,’ his dream came true. 

Sonny Barry and the burglary- 
robbery-assault character were 
there at the Sherry-Netherlands 
and the rest of the boys from the 
quiet little summer place away 
from it all up near Pawling and 
Raft and Killer (in a manner of 
speaking) Gray. Gray’s regular 
name turns out to be Max Green- 
berg, and he is a cousin of Sonny 
Barry Mintzer. Sonny Barry 
Mintzer had a few fights in the 
ring in his youth, and presently 
showed up as a horse-trainer in 
California, 


WELL, THEY HAD cocktails 
first at the Sherry-Netherlands 
and then dinner in a semi-private 
room. Shurin made a pass at pay- 
ing his share of the check, but the 
great movie idol wouldn’t think 
of letting his honored guest lift 
any weight.

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The Turks 
Were the Best 


Ever since I read about the tournament at 


and described as being no more than “a wheat- 
straw, a sunbeam, a twinkling white streak” hardly visible, I had 
naturally assumed that the English long bowman was the finest 
archer in the history of the world. From various sources I had also 
learned to hold the American Indian in high regard when it came 


_to using a bow and arrow. At least he was able to feed and clothe 


himself and his family by his skill with same. 

I ventured to mention these two opinions the other night in a 
group of modern archers hunting deer and pig in the Chattahoochee 
Forest, and I have seldom received such a horse laugh. The Eng- 
lish long bowman, I was informed, was a fair to middling archer, 
all right, though Scott himself was drawing the long bow a little 
when he spoke of Locksley’s prowess, they implied. But the Ameri- 
can Indian was strictly a sad sack with the bow and arrow, according 
to these students of the ancient sport. His tackle, or equipment, 
was terrible, and he could not hit the side of a house at any distance 
with his stone-headed shafts. He got along all right because he 
could stalk so well he didn’t have to be able to shoot much. He 
could get so close upon the deer he could have goosed it in the ribs 
if he wished, before he ever cut loose with an arrow. 

The truly great archers of all time, according to a 


Turk Tops gray-whiskered gentleman from Cincinnati named 
M. H. Brumble, were the Turkish bowmen, who could perform in- 
credible feats. The Persians were-also a great race to shoot with the 
bow and arrow, and the horseman-archers of Genghis Khan and 
Tamerlane were fine. They would practice shooting by riding at 
full gallop and shooting at their horges’ tracks. This was supposed 
to sharpen their eye for lion hunting, for they seemed to have hunted 
lions by arousing the lion from his sleep and then fleeing on horse- 
back with the lion bounding along at the horse’s heels, clawing at 
his rump. Or maybe it was the Persians or the Turks who shot 
bows and arrows at lions,which were bounding along at the horse’s 
heels. I was getting so much archery history poured into my skull 
so fast I had a hard time following it all. Somebody, either the 
Medes or the Persians or the Turks or somebody, also played a little 
game in which they thrust forth a foot and shot at it with an arrow, 
moving the foot while the arrow was in flight. This sounded -in- 
teresting, but it seemed to me to indicate that their footwork was 
better than their archery. 


Distance The Turks, it seems, were not only fast shooters and 

accurate shooters, they also could shoot farther than 
anybody in the world, before or since. They used bows backed 
with sinew, with horn on the compression side, and curved in the 
shape of a hairpin, almost. With these bows ancient records show 
they shot arrows a distance of 900 yards, which is better than half 
a mile. The best an American archer has ever been able to do was 
to shoot an arrow 658 yards, a feat accomplished by Charley Pierson, 
of Oklahoma City. And this was not done standing up, as the 
Turks shot, but free style, or “fancy shooting,” in which the archer 
half way lies on his back and draws a special heavy bow with 
both hands. 

The Turkish and the Persian infludnce is still strong among 
American archers in the higher and move erudite brackets. The 
bows with which Bud Pierson, the famed custom bowyer, and Ben 
Peayrson, the equally noted mass manufacturer of commercial arch- 
ery tackle, used for hunting, both were recurved bows showing 
strong Turkish influence. Mr. Brumble’s bow, made of Osage 
orange, backed with mule tendon and tipped with carabao horn, 
Was an exact replica, he said, of a 900-year-old Persian bow he saw 
ina museum. It was a fine bow, and he shot it with great skill, but 
he said he would not care to shoot any lions off his horse’s backside 
with it, particularly while he was on the horse.

| KA Lot of Doing-- 
But a Good Fall Helps 


This Fall has 


been one of the most co-operative 


Falls we have ever known. At least that’s the way 


it has been at Yellow River. 


We were blessed with 


sufficient rain to keep the ground in condition to plant Fall crops and 


/enough bright, clear weather to get the crops actually planted. 
farmer had his equipment and labor at hand and didn’t get his Fall 
|} and Winter crops in this year, he probably will never get them in. 


One of the factors which sur- 
prises the visitor from the cold 
sections, in considering Georgia’s 
agriculture, is this fact that we 
can make two crops per year on 
the same land. And so we Can, 
BUT it takes a lot of doing. 


LET US USE for our example, 
the usual routine of small grain 
and lespedeza. This is one of 
the simplest of rotations. First 
off,-the land should be prop- 
erly prepared for small grain. An- 
other factor enters here; good 
yields are dependent on early 
Planting. Early planting means 
that the small grain should be in 
the ground by the first of Septem- 
ber. (It may be that wheat is 
an exception to this rule, because 
of damage by the Hessian fly, be- 
fore frost.) To get the land pre- 
pared for planting by the first of 
September, (and it would be bet- 
ter to get the small grain in by 
Aug. 15) the lespedeza crop of 
seed must be sacrificed. 

If the farmer uses Kobe lespe- 
deza in the rotation, the seed is 
not mature, If he used the Ko- 
rean variety, the chances are that 
he hasn’t much of a stand, for it 


was sown the previous March and, 
being an early grower, was up| 
and doing just when the small 
grain was at its best. 


IT IS NOT suggested here that, 
there is no way of handling these 
two crops but it IS suggested that | 
if the two crops are to mature 
seeds, the small grain must be 


| planted later than the best prac- | 


tice calls for.

Suppose the farmer wants to im- 
prove his corn land? Usually, he 
plants corn in his bottom land, for 
corn requires tremendous amounts 
of moisture. If he tries a winter 
legume in the corn land for the 
purpose of feeding the land nitro- 
gen and humus, he cannot plant 
the corn much before June, or he 
must forego letting his legume, 
crops make seed. 


ALL OF THIS BRINGS us to 
the point: the possibility of haul- 
ing kudzu and sericea residue, 
and using it for the land-building 
crop. This practice was followed 
with woods earth by the good 
farmers in times past. Kudzu 
duff and sericea residue would 
serve the purpose now. The corn 
or cotton land could be coverei 
with the residue during the Win- 
ter and plowed in when the weath- 
er permitted. The land would be 
ready for the Summer crop on 
grain land, the stubble and straw 
could be plowed in in early Sum- 
mer and the land would be ready 
for the August planting of grain 
once again,

Although the cost of everything we do to provide service 
keeps going up, your telephone rates generally are lower 
today than 20 years ago. Because of this, the amount of 
money we are paying out is increasing faster than the 
amount we are taking in, despite a record volume of busi- 
ness. Since 1940, the costs of providing service in Georgia 
have climbed 150 per cent, while revenues have increased 


only 113 per cent. 


Total payroll costs have increased 240 per cent since 1940. 
Wage rates in Georgia have been raised during the past 
18 months by $4,458,000 on an annual basis. This was in 
keeping with national policies and trends and to assure 
competent personnel to provide adequate service. We now 
have 7,400 Southern Bell people providing service to Geor- 
gians. Wages account for about two-thirds of our operating

The cost of erecting telephone buildings is up 75 to 100 
per cent.

In young Driscoll and little 
Miss Patten, as well as Baskett, 
Disney has three “finds” who will 
be the most sought-after players 
in Hollywood now that the car- 
toon produced has put them in 
their most favorable light. 

Of Harris’ wealth of story ma- 
terial, Disney certainly selected 
the three most amusing sequences 
for his movie. The Briar Patch, 
the Laughing Place and the Tar 
Baby episodes are chock full of 
laughs. Mr. D. must have sensed 
this was going to be a “hit” from 
the start, because he leaves you 
wanting more of the same. It is 
no secret now that he plans a 
new series of “Uncle Remus” pic- 
tures. He has surely set a stable 
groundwork for a sequence. 

In summing up, “Song of the 
South” not only is one of the most

Dr. J. C. Wilikinson, of Athens, 
retiring Convention President, 
faid “I think it would be a great 
thing to do.” 

Dr. Louie D. Newton, of Atlanta, 
President of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, was preaching before 
the Negro group at the time the 
invitation was voted. “It begins 
to look like Christianity is doing 
ts perfect work,” he commented 
when advised of the action. 

Earlier, the Convention broke a 
38-year precedent of electing only 
Ministers to its presidency by 
naming Columbus Roberts, of Co- 
lumbus, a layman, to succeed Dr. 
Wilkinson. Roberts has given $1.- 
000,000 to the State's Baptist col- 
leges in recent years, $750,000 of 
which went to Mercer University 
at Macon. 

Vice Presidents elected were Dr. 
Newton, the Revs. Searcy L. Gar- 
rison, of Savannah, James P. Wes- 
berry. of Atlanta's Morningside 
Drive Church, and J. F. McAuley, 
of Milledgeville. The Rev. J. L. 
Clegg. of Dalton, was re-elected 
Clerk. 

Dr. Newton, preaching the Con- 
vention’s opening sermon, called 
for a united effort to carry out 
the “divine injention” by Chris- 
tianizing the world. 

Dr. Henry J. Stokes, Jr., Pastor 
of the First Baptist Church at 
Gainesville, said the Radio Com- 
mittee, of which he is Chairman, 
would ask the Convention Wednes- 
day to foster establishment of a 
State network of FM stations with 
broadcasting emphasis on ‘re- 
ligion.” 

Baptist laymen would be asked 
to establish about a half-dozen 
stations in cities of the State and 
guarantee their operation for one 
year. Sufficient commercial broad- 
casts would be carried to repay 
the cost outlay, and then only 
enough revenue programs would 
be accepted to meet expenses. 

The Committee's proposal calls 
for a key station in Atlanta with 
the State Convention, the South- 
ern Baptist Convention and At- 
lanta Baptists sharing equally in 
the $75.000 construction cost. Dr. 
Stokes said the stations’ programs 
would be open to other denomi- 
mations.

Georgia Gets Another 
Fling at Perfect Year 


A Georgia football team has its third opportunity in the 
last decade to finish an undefeated and untied season and, 
ironically, the two teams that prevented such a thing in the 
other two years are still to be played. 


Coach George Woodruff’s 1927 
eleven went all the way through 
until Georgia Tech won a 12-to-0 
decision in the season’s finale. 
Tech is Georgia’s last foe this year. 

In 1942 Coach Wallace Butts 
piloted the Bulldogs successfully 
past nine opponents before being 
bumped off by Auburn, 27 to 13, 
in the nation’s biggest upset of 
that year. Georgia went on to 
whip Tech the following Saturday 
and earned an invitation to the 
Rose Bowl. 

Auburn will be played by Geor- 
gia in Columbus Saturday after- 
noon and it’s a safe bet that noth- 
ing will be more firmly impressed 
on the Bulldogs than that 1942 
Tiger victory. 

Since Georgia and Auburn start- 
ed football in the Deep South in 
1892, the Bulldogs have had only 
one perfect season. That was in 
1896 when “Pop” Warner’s team 
went through a four-game sched- 
ule without a loss or a tie. 


The next best year was in 1920 | 


when the late H. J. Stegeman’s 
team won eight games, lost none 
but was tied by Virginia, 0 to 0. 
Georgia and UCLA, opponents 
in the 1943 Rose Bowl game, are 
the only two major colleges sport- 
ing spotless records this season.

Says Planning 
Can Make South 
Dairy Center 


The South can unseat Wiscon- 
Sin as the dairy center of the 
United States in the opinion of Dr. 
M. J. Funchess, Director of the 
Alabama Agricultural Experiment 
Station. 

“Tf Southern farmers will make 
use of the right type of planning, 
they will be able to make the 
South’s dairy industry into a big 
business,” Dr. Funchess said in a 
speech to the National Fertilizer 
Association yesterday at the Bilt- 
more Hotel. 

The Association is holding its 
annual convention to formulate 
plans to inform the public about 
legislation they fear will “‘put the 
Federal Government into the fer- 
tilizer business.” 

A special panel met yesterday 
to discuss ways to combat lobby- 
ing in behalf of the feared legisla- 
tion. 

Today’s agenda will include 
speeches on the revolution of agri- 
culture in the South and on the 
situation with respect to fertilizer 
supplies. 


Credit Rules 
On Stock Buying 
Will Be Eased 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12-——(UP) 
The Federal Reserve Board Tues- 
day night announced that, effect- 
ive Dec. 1, its strict regulations 
on stock market trading will be 
eased to permit stockholders to 
buy some securities on credit. 

The Board ruled that stockhold- 
ers of a corporation may buy new 
issues of the corporation’s securi- 
ties on 50 percent margin, The 
same credit may be used by hold- 
ers of utilities stocks who buy 
outstanding issues of an operating 
company which is simplifying its 
corporate structure under the Util- 
ities Holding Company Act. 

A spokesman denied that it in- 
dicated any general relaxation of 
the 100 percent margin rule which 
has governed trading of listed 
stocks since Jan, 21. 

It was pointed out that the rul- 
ings, taken through amendments 
to regulations T and U, will pre- 
vent possible hardship to persons 
holding stock when they are of- 
issues they might not 
be able to take up under the 100 
percent margin rule.
